LOCAL OPTION 
AND ITS EFFECT 





An Address Délivered Last Night by 
J. W. Aikins. 





Statement Made to the Effect that Local Business 
Man Who Signed the Petition was Threat- 
ened with Boycott. 





‘‘Every man who deals in liquor in 
this city is striking a blow at every 
legitimate business in the city.” That 
was the assertion made by J. W. 
Aikens, of Toronto, and formerly of 
Nova Scotia, at the 3rd avenue Metho- 
dist church, where he delivered an ad- 
dress on how local option had affected 
the maritime provinces. 

Dealing with the question as to how 
the bar helped business the speaker 
put forward a forcible argument by 
showing that the men who gave {up 
drink usually began to have higher 
ideals and afterwards spent what he 
generally spent in liquor in purchasing 
articles.to make his home and wife 
and family more comfortable. Other 
points he went on to point out were 
that no matter where they found a 
barroom it decreased the value of the 
property all around, and wherever 
they found a bar room in a manufac- 
turing town it increased 'the cost of 

roduction in thetown. Onestartling 
act he put forward was if they took 
all the grain that had been grown last 
ear from the Great Lakes to the 
ckies and turned it into dollars it 
would .not be sufficient to pay Can- 
ada’s whiskey bill. 

The Rev. W. W. Abbott, who pre- 
sided, said that one of the principal 
arguments they had to meet was that 
local option would hurt business, but 
he had not met a man yet who could 
explain how it would hurt business. 
They knew that those who were hear- 
tily in sympathy with the liquor traf- 
fic would in a measure and for a time 
boycott those who were not in sym- 
pathy with them. In that way some 
men’s business might suffer for a 
little., One business man in the city 
had told-him that when he signed the 

tition for local option in the city 
he ‘immediately received word from 
some of the hotel keepers that the 
were done with him so far as his busi- 
ness was concerned, but already orders 
were beginning to come from the old 
sources. 


FAILURE AND LIQUOR. 


“The first and most seductive peril, 
and the destroyer of most young men, 
is the drinking of liquor. I am no 
temperance lecturer in disguise, buta 
man who knows and tells you what 
observation has proved to him ; and I 
say to you that you are more likely to 
fail in your career from acquiring the 
habit of drinking liquor than from any 
or all other temptations likely to as- 
sail you. 

You may yield§to almost any other 
temptation and may reform—may 
brace up and, if not recover lost 
ground, at least remain in the race, 
and secure and maintain a _ respect- 
able position. 

But from failure caused by the drink 
habit recovery is almost impossible. 
Ihave known but few exceptions to 
the rule.”

While the trumpets of the 
Local Option party are being blown, 
and enthusiasm wrought up to fever 
pitch, a number of the really import- 
ant aspects of the working of ‘'no- 
license” are apt to be overlooked. It 
is only when people descend from the 
clouds to solid earth again, and in the 
cold clear dawn of the morning after, 
have to face facts that they begin to 
realize that Local Option things are 
not what they seem. 

Looking over the license records of 
the Province of Ontario, the first fact 
which meets one is that during the 
last four years over four hundred 
liquor licenses have been extinguished 
either by Local Option votes or re- 
duction by-laws. It would only be 
natural to deduce from such a°% large 
withdrawal of facilities from the pro- 
vince that there would be a correspond- 
ng drop in the consumption of alcohol- 
ic liquors, and an access of virtue great 
enough to be noticeable. Neither of 
these things have yet happened. The 
consumption of alcoholic liquors goes 
on as before, last year, in fact, all over 
Canada, showed a bigger proportion 
of aleohol consumed hen in the pre- 
vious year. Taking Ontarioalone, the 
quantities of Canadian distilled spirits 
and Canadian brewed ales were larger 
than in the previous year, and the im- 
ports of spirits and wines were greater 
than ever. If, therrfore, the people 
in ‘*no-license” districts are drinking 
less, then the people in the license dis- 
tricts are drinking their own and their 
“dry” neighbor’s share also, This is 
an altogether too extravagant state- 
mentto be worthy of credence, and 
the only conclusion to be come to is 
that drinking goes on in the ostensibly 
“dry” districts, and that the inhabit- 
ants of these ‘‘dry” districts are fre- 
quent visitors to the nearest license 
centre. 

In this connection it is interesting to 
note that, according to the annual re- 
ports of the Ontario License Depart- 
ment, the convictions for breaches of 
the Liquor License Act against®license 
holders have decreased from to 458 
in four years’ time. During the saine 
period the convictions recorded against 
non-license holders have increased 
from 258 to 863, while the separate 
table for districts under Local Option 
shows that convictions in the same 
four years haye risen from 19 to 168, 
In Local Option districts the fines im- 
posed for breaches of the Liquor Li- 
cense Act in 1906-7 amounted to $4,630. 
Last year the amount was $7,260. 
These are highly suggestive figures. 
They point to the existence of a de- 
mand which Local Option has not even 
‘‘scotched,” far less killed. ‘‘No- 
license” may interpose some difficulties 
in the way of a man getting his liquor, 
but judging by the figures, he gets it 
all the same. It were surely infinitely 
better for him to get it legitimately 
rather than surreptitiously under con-

Well-Paid Lancashire Cotton Oper- 
atives are Breeding a Poor 
Race. 


Lancashire has. a much higher 
rate of infant mortality,than the 
great city of London. The London 
Daily .News expressed surprise at 
and a coriespondent, thor- 
oughly acquainted with the social 
sonditions cf the cotton spinning 
district, wrote that paper the fol- 
lowing explanation of Lancashire’s 
greater death rate: 

Just so long as the -Lancashire 
girl enters the mii at twelve years 
old and remains there after her 
marriage at, say, twenty, and 
during all the years she is bearing 
children; and just so long as the 
babies are carried out at 5.30 ev- 
ery morning to be put in the charge 
of incompetent persons for the rest 
of the day, fed on diluted Swiss or 
half-sour cow’s milk out of sticky 
filthy bottles, pacifred by dummy 
teats dipping in soothing syrup, 
just so long as these things go on 
will the infant ‘mortality percentage 
in Lancashire be what it is. 


HAPPY THOSE WHO DIE. 


And the babies who die are the 
Jucky ones; hosts of those who sur- 
vive their miserable rickety child- 
hood grow up with bow-leg, knock- 
knee, hump-back and other hide- 
ous deformities, not to speak of 
the general dwarfing of the whole 
industrial population. 

The women, on the whole—there 
are brilliant exceptions, of course 
-—-are totally ignorant of domestic 
economy, and how are they likely to 
be otherwise, working as they do 
from 6 a.m. to 5.30 p.m. during all 
those impressionable years when 
domestic economy may become @ 
habit never again to be acquired? 

The art of domestic cooking is al- 
most a lost one in industrial Lan- 
cashire, and Southerners are apt to 
be staggered by the extraordinary 
number of shops supplying ready- 
cooked food. The trade in tinned 
goods is enormous, as may easily 
be seen by visits to cottage ash- 










GIVEN WORK. 


The Defective Development of New 
York School Children is 
Appalling. 
Insufficient food, with bad venti- 


lation and other sanitary faults as

DRESS FOR THE CORONATION. 


British Peers and Peeresses In- 
> structed About Their Robes. 


In preparation for the coronation 
ceremony next summer the Duke of 
Norfolk, as Earl Marshal of Eng- 
land, is commanded by the King 
to request all peers, peeresses and 
dowager peeresses who are entitled 
to attend the ceremony to send their 
Christian names aad addresses to 
him in order that their letters of 
summons may be prepared without 
delay. Only these who reply before 
January 1 will receive the royal 
command. 

With this announcement contain- 
ed in a supplement of the London 
Gazette the other week the Earl 
Marshal also issues his order con- 
cerning the robes and coronets to 
be worn. It says: 

The robe or mantle of the peers 
is to be of crimson velvet, edged 
with miniver, the cape furred with 
miniver pure and powdered with 
bars or rows of ermine, i. €., nar- 
row pieces of black fur, according 
ito their degree, viz.: Baroas, two 
rows; viscounts, two rows and a 
half; earls, three rows; marquises, 
three rows and a half; dukes, four 
rows. 

The said mantles or robes to be 
worn over full court dress, uniform 
or regimentals. 

The coronets are to be of silver 
gilt; the cape of crimson velvet 
turned up with,ermine, with a gold 
tassel on the top and no jewels or 
precious stones are to be set or 
used in the coronets or counterfeit 
pearls instead of silver balls. 

The coronet of a baron to have on 
the circle or rim six silver balls at 
equal distances; that of a viscount 
to have on the circle sixteen silver 
balls; that of an earl to have eight 
silver balls raised upon points with 
gold strawberry leaves between the 
points; that of a marquis to have 
four gold strawberry leaves and four 
silver balls alternately, the latter a 
little raised on points above the 
rim, while the coronet of a duke is 
to haye on the circle eight gold 
strawberry leaves. 

In the case of a Baroness the robe 
is to be of crimson velvet, the cape 
furred with miniver pure and pow- 
‘dered with two bars or rows of er- 
mine, the mantle to be edged round 
with miniver pure two inches in 
breadth, and the train to be three 
feet on the ground; the coronet to 
be according to her degree, viz.: a 
rim or circle with six pearls (repre- 
sented by silver balls) upon the 
same, not raised upon points. 

For other ladies of title the length 
of the train is to be: Viscountesses, 
a yard and a quarter. Countesses, 
a yard and a half. Marchionesses, 
a yard and three quarters. Duch- 
esses, two yards.

, NSURANCE BY THE STATE. 


Plan of the British Chancellor of 
the Exchequer, 


Mr. Liloyd-Gceorge made an in- 
teresting statement about the com- 
ing sickness and invalidity insur- 
ance scheme and its effect on friend- 
ly societies to a deputation of the 
Manchester Unity of Oddfkllows. 


George proposes to embody in his 
echeme, as brought out by the dis- 
cussion, are that:— 

It will be compulsory to join ei- 
ther the State izsurance scheme or 
a friendly svucidty. Friendly socie- 
ties will not be injured, but the re- 
verse; sound friendly society fin- 
ance will be encouraged by a dis- 
crimination against dividing socie- 
tics andl those in which the expense 
of administratun amounts to half 
the proceeds. 

Mr. Lloyd-George said there were 
six uillion members of friendly so- 
cleties, which | left 10,000,000 men 
outside. As a matter of fact there 
were many more millions outside 
the sucieties tha, in them. Both 
parties were committed to a contri- 
butory system of insurance, and if 
the Government were turned out to- 
morrow he ventured to say they 
would get a bill more or less om the 
same lines from the other side. 
Once they departed from the dog- 
matic individualistic position it was 
purely a question of a scheme. 

The first thing he did after get- 
ing information of what . as done 
un foreign countries was to seme [or 
representatives of friendly socie- 
ties. Ile had had several talks with 
them with a view of ascertaining 
the opinion of experts in the friend- 
ly s&tieties world. He gave a guar- 
antee that he weuld receive a de- 
putation from them, from the na- 
tional deposit societies and the in- 
surance societies. He wished to see 
everybody belcre he finally fraaed 
his scheme. All he had dome at the 
present moment was to frame a 
scheme very largely in comjunction 
with represontatives of friendly so- 
cieties. He had submitted that to 
well-known actuaries. He knew 
pretty well what it world cost; he 
hai come to thé conclustun‘he could 
find the money. 

The cafdinal propostion on which 
be based the scheme was net only 
recognition of tie great work done 
by friendly sccieti¢s in the past, 
but reeognition of the value and 
importance of |‘ comtinuing their 
work in the future. In the long run 
they would find his scheme would 
strengthen the friendly societies, 
strengthen their hu!d oa the work- 
ing classes, and would afford the 
an opportunity of exteM{ling their 
wort.

M. Kokovtseff, 
the Minister of Finance, in present- 
ing the budget for 1911 for exam- 
ination by the Budget Committee 
of the Duma; emphasizes this point. 
He takes pains to emphasize the 
overwhelming importance to Rus- 
sia of a good harvest, incidentally 


nored truth that Russia stands or 
falls by-the land. ; 

In order fully to appreciate the 
exceeding value of a good harvest, 
the note takes the year from July 
1 to July 1 for purposes of com- 
parison. By this mode of reckon- 
ing, which allows of including the 
figures for half the current year, 
the increase of actual (not estimat- 
ed) revenue inthe twelvemonth 
over that of the previous tWelve- 
month was no less than some $135,- 
000,000, of which the greater part 
fell in the present year. This in- 
crease represents over 10 per cent.

number of years past, good and bad

A DESERVED COMPLIMENT. 

M. Kokovtseff, in his ‘‘explana- 
tory note,’’ pays a deserved compli- 
ment to the Duma. Its reservation 
in certain respects have not been 
found in any way embarrassing to 
the Ministrv while on all ¢eccasions 
the Duma has shown its readiness 
to meet the calls of the Ministry 
for supplementary estimates for 
purposes of ‘‘extraordinary’’ expen- 
diture. Considerable space is de- 
yoted to the ouce-puzzling item 
which appears in every Russian bud- 
get of ‘‘free balance at the disposal 
of the State.’’ This amounted to 
no less than $200,000,0U0 on the eve 
of the Russo-Japanese war; five 
years later it fell as low as $1,000,- 
000. The beginning of the year 1904 
was a maximum figure for this item, 
but M. Kokovtseff estimates that 
again, thanks chiefly to the bum- 
per harvest of 1909, his ‘‘free bal- 
ance’’ January Ist, 1911, will not 
fall far short of $150,000,000. Of 
this he will require only some 3 per 
cent. for the purpose of balancing 
the total (ordinary and extraordin- 
ary) budget. On the other hand, 
he foresees large ‘‘extraordinary”’ 
expenditure on the Great Siberian 
Railway reconstruction and the 
building cf the Amur Railway. 

REVENUE INCREASED. 

The budget for 1911 estimates an 
increase of revenue of 855,000,000, 
the total budget, divided as usual 
‘into ordinary and extraordinary 
revenue and expenditure, amount- 
ing to $1,415,000,000. The consid- 
erable increase in estimated expen- 
diture is justified by the actual re- 
sults of Treasury returns for the 
first half year of 1910 over the re- 
ceipts estimated for at the begin- 
ning of the year. — This result is

If a man 
were to be poisoned ‘with arsenic to- 
morrow and were buried without 
being examined internally, an an- 
alyst could a quarter of a century 
later gather from the remains of 
the body a considerable amount of | 
the poison which killed him and in} 
the same state as that in which it) 
was administered.

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AUTUMN THE TIME TO PAINT. 


Five Reasons Why House Owners 
Should Not Choose Spring. 


The Paint Manufacturers Aszo- 
ciation of the United States has 
prepared five reasons for having 
painting done in the fall: 

1. In the fall the surface is thor- 
oughly dry. During the spring a 
surface which needs repainting is 
sure to contain moisture and damp- 
ness or frost, and it cannot be suc- 
cessfully painted until it has thor- 
oughly dried out. 

2. When the wood is dry it ab- 
sorbs more of the paint; the paint 
penetrates deeper into the wood, 
therefore gets a firmer hold on it. 

3. Paint cannot be as success- 
fully applied in damp, cloudy or 
unsettled weather as in warm, sun- 
ny weather. In the fall the weath- 
er is more settled and uniform and 
generally warmer; therefore it is 
an excellent time for painting. 

4. A house needs its protecting 
coat of paint more in the winter 
months than at any «ther time. A 
house in need of painting should 
never be allowed to go over th:: 
winter without this protection. 

5. It is easier to keep the wint- 
er’s moisture and dampness out by 
applying a coat of paint in the fall, 
when the surface is dry and receiv- 
es the oil and pigment so as to 
protect the surface. 

These reasons apply as properly 
to metal work, whether roof, con- 
ductors, eave troughs or flashinge, 
as they do to wood work.

GETTING AROUND THE LAW. 








Only the Quick Wit of the Canadian 
Police Inspector Kept a Neterious 
Criminal In Gusteody When In Reaity 
He Was as Free as the Air. 


The manner in which a prisoner ex- 
tradited to England from a foreign 
country is treated while on the voyage 
home depends very much on the de 


tective who has him in charge and 


also om whether or no there is any 
suspicion that he may be contemplat- 
ing violence either to himself or to 
others. 

For instance, in the case of Jabez 
Balfour, who was taken to Engiand all 
the way from Buenos Aires, there 
was a strong suspicion—probably ill 
founded—that he contemplated com- 
mitting suicide. Consequently Inspec- 
tor Froest, who had him in charge, de- 
cided to take no risks that he could 
possibly avoid. 

The regulations do not permit of an 
unconvicted prisoner being handcuffed 
on board ship once the vessel has left 
port, and he must be allowed one 
hour’s exercise on deck each day. 
These indulgences, if indulgences they 
may be called. were therefore not 
withheld from Balfour. 

But he got few others. For twenty- 
three hours out of every ‘twenty-four 
he was immured in a locked cabin. He 
was not permitted even to enter the 
public dining room, his meals being 
brought to him by Mr. Frroest himself 
after the rest of the passengers had 
fed. He was, besides, constantly 
watched and was subjected to a most 
rigorous search immediately: on com- 
ing aboard. 

His only relaxation was an occa- 
sional game of chess with some of the 
passengers who kindly came to his 
cabin to play with him by permission 
and in the presence of his keeper. 
This sea imprisonment; lasted exactly 
one month and a day, and Balfour 
afterward declared that # was the 
most trying experience of a captivity 
that was destined to+ continue for 
nearly twelve years, 

One of the longest and in its Jater 
stages one of the pleasantest voyages 
ever undertaken by an unconvicted 
criminal was that which Charles Hy!- 
ton Davidson, the notorious forger. 
made some years back in the custody 
of Chief Inspector Murray of the Ca- 
nadian department of justice. 

Murray tracked the wanted man to 
Mexico and secured his extradition to 
Canada. But then his difficulties be- 
gan. He could not bring his prisoner 
to Canada by the direct route through 
the United States, for immediately 
Davidson set foot in that country he 
could have demanded to be releused 
There was therefore nothing for it but 
to convey him by way of Jamaica and 
England and thence back across the 
Atlantic to Quebec.

MOTHER AND TWO CHILDREN AT 
MUSKOKA FREE HOSPITAL. 








Are Now Under Treatment—Husband, 
Too, Had Been a Patient—A Tra- 
gedy in Real Life—Heavy Debt on 
Institution. 





A story from the Muskoka Free Hospital 
_ for Consumptives tells of a mother who, 
| with her two children, is now under treat- 


mentinthatinstitution. The husband had 
been a patient, but the case was an ad- 
vanced one when the patient entered, and 
he has since passed away. There is little 
doubt but that the wife was infected asa 
result of caring for her husband, and now 
she is in the Muskoka Hospital. Her little 
girl, about five years of age, and a boy of 
ten ure with her, both being afflicted with 
this dread disease. 

The words of the mother are pathetic. 
She writes: ‘‘I went to a doctor and got 
him to examine my lungs to see whether 
there was anything wrong with them, and 
he said that the right vung was affected. 
A little rest, he hoped, would build me up. 
I have a little girl, about five years old, and 
the. doctor says that if I could take her 
up with me it would do her ever so much 
good, as she is not very strong. I have 
three more children, and one of these, a 
boy of ten, seems also to he-afflicted, and 
it is advisable that he should enter the hos- 
pital.” 

These three are of the 104 patients who 
are residents in this deserving institution 
and being cared for without money and 
without price. The sorry part of it is that 
the trustees are carrying a debt of some- 
thing like $40,000, incurred largely through 
the additions that have been made within 
the past year, and that have more than 
doubled the accommodation of the institu- 
tion, together with the heavy cost of main- 
tuining so large a number of free patients.

For Farmers 


Enormous Profits Offered 


By Poultrying at Present 
Time. 


It is an interesting and instructive, 
though possibly not a particularly 
edifying fact, that the poultry products 
of thiscountry last year, totalled only 
$25,000,000 as against $625,000,000 
for the United States, in the same 
period. Such figures as these offer 
food for thought. Poultrying is very 
much underdone in Canada at the 
present time and unless we are going 
to import eggs and poultry very 
heavily, our output in the next five 
years, must increase to ten times what 
it is torday. Even now, we are ime 
porting eggs from United States, 
Russia and Germany. Sifting these 
figures down to their plainest meaning, 
we are shown that the United States 
on poultry products is beating us out 
in the ratio of about three to one per 
head of population, 

This $625,000 000 of poultry products 
in the United States last year, is more 
than the products in a sinilar period 
of all the farms and ranches of the 
whole Dominion of Canada, including 
the live stock, field crops and every 
thing which was produced on the 
farms of Canada last year. This is 
according to the Hon. Sydney Fisher, 
who places Canadian products at 
$588,000,000. The poultry products 
of the United States, surpassed this 
figure by nearly $50,000,000. 

To localize the comparison, it might 
be said, that the whole Province of 
Ontario did not produce in all its farm 
products, a total last year, that was 
within $17,000 of as much as was 
produced by the hens in the one siugle 
State of Missouri. 

In 1902, Canada exported $1,733,242 
worth of poultry products. Last year, 
these figures dropped to but slightly 
over half a million. In 1904, the 
Dominion exported to Great Britain, 
ten times the poultry and eggs that it 
does to-day, 

There are two reasons for this state 
of affairs. In the firet place, the 
Canadian farmer fails to realize the 
enormous profitemaking possibilities 
presented bv the egg market: in the 
second place, while he knows the 
producer’s prices are high at the pre- 
sent time, he is afraid that a greater 
production would cause cold-storage 
houses and other middlemen to cut 
these prices dowu. The farmer does 
not want to produce unless he is sure 
that he is going to get full return for 
his labors. He has seen production 
increased in otber unsupplied market, 
with this result and he is afraid to 
produce poultry and eggs in greater 
quantities lest the price be forced 
down. 

It is very true that the cold-storage 
houses and middlemen shoulder much 
of the blame for this Jack of supply. 

But the farmers are awakening to 
the fact that there is a real market 
for poultry products and that this 
market offers big profits. If they can: 
not get their prices through the or- 
dinary channels of distribution, they 
will have to take things into their 
own hands, and go after the profits in 
anothr way. Many of them have 
done this. he plan by which they 
have worked, has been taught them by 
Lee Manufacturing Co., Ltd., of Pem- 
broke, Ont.

Few people are awaré that musk- 
rats are good to eat, and still more 
rare is the man who eats skunk, 
yet both of these animale are ex- 
cellent if properly cooked. 

Pork is an important article of 
food with Anglo-Saxon and Teu- 
tonic peoples, and yet there are 
whole races which regard it as ab- 
rhage! unfit for human consump- 
tion. The American Indians eat 
many things which seem strange to 
the white man, among them being 


ienakes, lizards and grasshoppers. 


Snakes are not at all bad, once 
people can overcome their natural 
prejudice, and lizards are eaten in 
many parts of the world. Grass- 
hoppers are said to make excellent 
soup, to be good fried or roasted, 
and many Indian tribes dry them 
and grind them into flour. 


DRIED CRICKETS. 


Crickets are also dried and 
ground into meal by Oregon and 
Californian Indians, and ants are 
used to a large extent as food by 
Indians and African tribes, The 
Samoan Islanders are very fond of 
a species of marine worm which 
appears periodically attheir  is- 
lands, and the natives leave all 
other occupations to gathér the 
harvest of worms. 

In Japan ferns of several kinds 


“lare eaten to a great extent, while 


burdock is raised extensively for 
the tuberous roots, and sea 
weeds of various kinds form an im- 
porant article of diet. On the Am- 
erican coast there are numerous 
edible sea weeds, but few people 
are aware that they are edible and 
nutritious. In fact the value of 
sea animals and plants as food is 
little known, and many a white 
man would starve to death where 
an Asiatic or South Sea Islander 
would find abundant food if cast 
away on an oceanic island. 
SEA CUCUMBERS. 

Crabs, shrimps, sea shells, in fact 
nearly every marine creature 1s 
edible, while the gigantic holo- 
thurians, or ‘‘sea cucumbers,’’ so 
abundant in many tropical seas, 
are considered a great delicacy by 
many races, and the industry of 
gathering, drying and _ shipping 
these is very important in Mala- 
sian and Australian waters. 

Dried and prepared for market 
these creatures are known as 
beche-de-mer and bring a good 


price in the Japanese, Chinese, 
Greek and Southern European 
markets. The octopus or devil 


fish is also eaten extensively in 
China, Japan, Greece and the West 
Indies, and when this repulsive- 
looking creature is pounded into a 
pulp and made into soup it is re- 
ally eacellent. 

In the West Indies the natives 
are very fond of the great tree liz- 
ards, known as iguanas. 
creatures often grow to five or six 
feet in length and the meat is 
white, tender and fiavored much 
like a chicken. In the West In- 
dies there is a native land frog 
which is considered a delicacy by

Town in Italy Has a Strike 
Against High Reuts. 


Torre Annunziatat, a town of 
25,000 inhabitants at the foot of 
Vesuvius, has proclaimed a gener- 
al strike as a protest against the 
‘exhorbitant rents charged by the 
jlandlords. ‘Twenty strikes have 
| been declared there during the last 
(four years, resulting in a victory 
‘for the strikers, but each time the 
landlords have seized the occa- 
sion to raise the wage-earuers’ 
rents, though the dwelling houses 
are unsurpassed in all Italy for 
their filthy and unsanitary con- 
dition. 

Now with a big rise in food pri- 
ces, the townsfolk refuse to pay 
the rent, and have risen en masse 
demanding thirty per vent. re- 
duction. They have covered the 
doors, windows and balconies of 
the houses with flaring posters, on 
which are inscribed the words, 
‘Down with the bailiffs,’’ ‘‘Death 
to the landlords.”’ 

The situation is serious, as the 
bulk of those under notice to quit 
are supplied with knives and fire- 
arms, and are stubbornly resolv- 
ed to resist attempts to evict therm.

Few plays of recent times have 
shown as pmuch of heart interest as 
“The White Squaw.” Over ana above 
all else, it is a wholesome play and one 
that must find an appeal wherever a 
nature exists that acknowledges senti- 
ment.

Prior to this Neamata has 
been taught the French language by 
Jacques Cautier, a French Canadian 
trapper and he has fallen in love with 
the girl he supposes to be an Indian.
